• The Governor’s Executive Order No. 2021-10 tasked the 
Department of Administration to develop a report on state 
deferred maintenance liabilities.

• Deferred Maintenance occurs when the facility owner leaves 
maintenance, repairs, replacement, and renewal projects 
unperformed, due to a lack of resources or perceived low 
priority. Deferral of the activity results in a progressive 
deterioration of the facility condition or performance. The 
cost of the deterioration could include capital and operating 
costs and productivity losses. These will increase if the 
activity continues to be deferred.

• The preliminary report includes 28 agencies and institutions 
with approximately 27 million square feet of state-owned 
building space with a replacement value of over $8 billion. 
The deferred maintenance liability reported by these 
agencies and institutions is approximately $900 million.
